One-fifth land sale 
gives cash injection

One-fifth of Epsom Hospital is to have 
been sold off by the end of 2018. 

An Epsom and St Helier Hospitals 
Trust official confirmed at a public meet¬ 
ing on Friday, June 15, the process to sell 
its “surplus” land is underway. 

Offers will be received until July 4, and 
then a decision on who the land will be 
sold to will be made, with a completed 
sale expected by the end of the year. 

Chief executive of the trust Daniel El- 
keles said: “To ensure we are making the 
most of our estate and assets, we have 
looked at what land we have but don’t use, 
and the areas within our grounds that 
we will never need;we did with the Sut¬ 
ton Hospital site some time ago. This is 
known as estate rationalisation, and it’s 
something that all NHS trusts have been 
asked to do following the Naylor Report. 

“We have identified some parts of the 
Epsom site, containing the derelict York 
House and old accommodation block, as 
surplus to our current and future needs. 
It is therefore suitable to sell to the public 
sector, and this plan was approved by our 
Trust Board in April.” 

The money will be used to fund 


£20.5million of improvements and repairs, 
including: building a corridor between 
Langley Wing and Wells Wing so patients 
will not have to be pushed between them 
in the rain; double glazing for all main 
ward block windows; a new outpatient 
department in Woodcote Wing; replacing 
old steam boilers; a new car park deck and 
all lights in constant use to be replaced by 
LED bulbs. The trust is also currently pro¬ 
posing taking away acute services for ex¬ 
tremely ill patients from either Epsom or 
St Helier, and building one new specialist 
unit to replace the two (at either of those 
sites or in Sutton). 

Mr Elkeles confirmed there will still be 
enough space at Epsom Hospital to build 
that proposed unit despite the scale. 

He added: “A development of that size 
will of course take some years to complete, 
and in the meantime we cannot stand still. 
We have to sort out the many, many issues 
we have with our existing buildings.” 

Barely a week ago, Epsom and Ewell 
Borough Council approved a unified posi¬ 
tion against the sale - with one councillor 
saying it was “like selling the family sil¬ 
ver”. 

Councillor Richard Baker, chairman of 
the Health Liaison Panel, said he hoped 
the trust would take the council’s views 
seriously because members are democrat¬ 
ically elected, unlike NHS officials.

More provision 
for travellers? 

Temporary stopping places are needed

Travellers must be provided 
with temporary stopping 
places, according to Surrey’s 
Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner David Munro. 

He is making the call after 
unauthorised encampments 
have been set up across the 
county in recent weeks, which 
have “caused some disruption 
and concern to local commu¬ 
nities”. 

Mr Munro said: “I know the 
police and local councils have 
been working hard to take the 
appropriate action where nec¬ 
essary, but the key issue here 
is the lack of suitable transit 
sites for Gypsy, Roma and 
Traveller (GRT) communities 
to access. 



“There are currently no 
transit sites at all in Surrey 
and we are increasingly see¬ 
ing traveller groups setting 
up unauthorised encamp¬ 
ments in the county 

“They are often served with 
orders by the police or local 
authority and then move on 
to another location nearby 
where the process begins 
again. This needs to change 
and I will be redoubling my 
efforts at both a local and na¬ 
tional level to push for the in¬ 
troduction of transit sites in 
Surrey” 

Mr Munro has sent a re¬ 
sponse to a government con¬ 


sultation on unauthorised en¬ 
campments to that effect; he is 
the Association of Police and 
Crime Commissioners lead 
for equalities, diversity and 
human rights, which includes 
GRT communities. 

He said: “The provision of 
these sites, while not a com¬ 
plete solution, would do much 
to provide that careful bal¬ 
ance, which is so important, 
between lessening the im¬ 
pact on settled communities 
and meeting the needs of the 
Traveller communities. 

“They will also give the 
police extra powers to direct 
those in unauthorised en¬ 
campments to a designated 
place. What we must not allow 
is any heightened tensions 
created by unauthorised en¬ 
campments to be used as an 
excuse for intolerance, dis¬ 
crimination or hate crime to¬ 
wards the GRT community”

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Draft proposals for 
the future of hospital 

CCGs consider backing plans to move acute services away

NHS officials are considering 
backing plans to shake up acute 
services at Epsom and St Helier 
hospitals. 

Three clinical commissioning 
groups (CCGs) - Surrey Downs, 
Sutton and Merton - have released 
a draft paper outlining what they 
believe would ensure the long¬ 
term future of health services in 
the area. 

In that paper, the groups identi¬ 
fied three problems as Epsom and 
St Helier Hospitals Trust: there 
are not enough senior staff to run 
two acute units, current build¬ 
ings are either deteriorating or al¬ 
ready unfit for long-term use, and 
the trust has an annual deficit of 
about £37million. 

A provisional short list of three 
possible solutions to assure the 
future of acute services (for seri¬ 
ously ill or injured people needing 
urgent short-term treatment or 
care) at Epsom and St Helier was 
drawn up. 

Those options - creating a major 


acute services unit at either Ep¬ 
som, St Helier or Sutton hospitals, 
to replace the service currently of¬ 
fered at both Epsom and St Helier 
- are the same three options the 
hospitals trust is proposing. 

The CCGs, which are independ¬ 
ent from the trust, will work with 
the public and trust to decide what 
is the best way forward - be that 
one of the three options or to con¬ 
tinue running services as they are. 

They arrived at the short list 
after coming up with 50 possible 
scenarios and then disregarding 
those that moved acute services 
out of their combined catchment, 
involved more than one acute cen¬ 
tre, or involved sites not currently 
used by the trust. 

The trust’s proposals are not 
without controversy: Epsom and 
Ewell Borough Council has in¬ 
sisted acute services must remain 
at Epsom, and campaigners have 
even suggested people could die if 
acute services are moved from one 
of the existing sites. 

But a summer-long engagement 
programme last year suggested 
that overall the public backs plans 
to create a single specialist unit. 

This draft paper, released on 
June 15, is being used by the CCGs 
as the start of their engagement 


process. 

They will soon publish equality 
impact and deprivation analyses 
- trying to work out how each op¬ 
tion might impact people disad¬ 
vantaged by poverty, poor educa¬ 
tion, disability or other factors. 


Details of upcoming public 
events will be published by the 
CCGs as they are confirmed, and 
in the mean time they are asking 
for people’s thoughts on a series of 
questions, available on the groups’ 
websites.

Plans for new 
KFC restaurant 
is turned down 

KFC will not be coming to Epsom 
High Street after the council re¬ 
jected a planning application from a 
franchisee. 

Iceking Group, which runs franchises 
of KFC and Pizza Hut, submitted the ap¬ 
plication to Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council in April. 

The plans were for a change of use at 
number 17, currently owned by i-Tech 
Mobiles and which contained Millets un¬ 
til the middle of 2017, from a shop into a 
restaurant and takeaway 

Council officers thought this would 
mean there were too many non-shop 
buildings in the town centre - a situation 
the 2007 Core Strategy wants to avoid - 
and so refused the application. 

One member of the public formally ob¬ 
jected to the plans, complaining that the 
extractors would be level with his rear 
windows and writing “this could mean 
that I will never be able to open my win¬ 
dows again”. 

He was also concerned about KFC pos¬ 
sibly attracting rodents, and his objec¬ 
tion finished with the question: “Does the 
high street really need another fast food 
restaurant?” 

Iceking Group can appeal the deci¬ 
sion to the Secretary of State within 12 
weeks.

Calls have been made for a 
county-wide speed limit of 
20mph in all residential ar¬ 
eas. 

It is hoped the reduction 
would be similar to those in¬ 
troduced in London, Bristol 
and Leeds. 

Councillor Angela Good¬ 
win made the suggestion at 
Surrey County Council and 
Guildford Borough Council 
Local Committee meeting on 
Wednesday, June 13. 

She said more and more 
councils across the country 
were introducing 20mph 
roads in residential areas, 
speaking after residents 
handed in a petition about 
a road where they claim an 
“accident is waiting to hap¬ 
pen”. 

“I suspect Surrey’s local 
and joint committees will be 
receiving more and more pe¬ 


titions from residents who 
have similar concerns in 
their areas,” she said. 

“So this does need to be 
more widely considered by 
Surrey Highways and the Po¬ 
lice.” 

She cited Leeds, where 90 
residential areas have the 
limit, as an example, and said 
similar measures in Bristol 
had improved the air quality. 


She added: “20mph are best 
practice for pedestrians, cy¬ 
clists, schools and residential 
streets and are increasingly 
an affordable tool to tackle 
air action areas. 

“I urge Surrey Highways to 
reconsider their strategy for 
residential roads, plan ahead 
and make Surrey a safe and 
healthy place for our resi¬ 
dents to live in.”

A new £lmillion urgent treat¬ 
ment centre has opened at 
Epsom Hospital.

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The Prince’s Stand is now in Historic England’s heritage list 

Historic stand earns national recognition 


The Prince’s Stand at Epsom Racecourse 
has been officially recognised as being of 
historic importance. 

It is one of 41 places across England that 
have been included in Historic England’s 
heritage list, for being at the centre of 
suffragette action. 

The racecourse was the scene of one of 
the best known protests by the Women’s 
Social and Political Union, carried out by 
41-year-old Emily Wilding Davison. 

She joined the Union in 1906 and went to 
prison seven times for militant activities. 
On 4 June, 1913, she ran across the track 
during the Derby and was struck by the 
King’s horse, Anmer. 


While historians disagree over whether 
or not Ms Davison intended to die, recent 
analysis of film footage taken on the day 
suggests that she was trying to fix a scarf 
to the horse’s bridle. 

The scarf, striped with the WSPU’s 
colours of purple, white and green, was 
recovered from the track and is now in 
the Parliamentary archives. 

Heritage Minister Michael Ellis said: “A 
century after the first women won the 
right to vote, it is vital that we continue 
to remember all those who campaigned 
so hard for greater equality. 

“I am delighted we are recognising 
the places that were at the heart of 
suffragette action 100 years ago.”

Unwelcome plans 

Unwelcome and unnecessary plans are being 
submitted to Sutton Council for the regeneration 
of Elm Grove Sutton. On the 22nd June 2017 at the 
Salvation Army in Sutton an initial meeting was 
set up involving Sutton Council and architects 
Levitt Bernstein to explain about the 74 homes 
which consist of 14 houses and 60 flats 3 storeys 
high which were built in 1980. 

No letters were sent to residents about the 
meeting, junk mail leaflets were printed about 
improvements to homes. 

Only two residents turned up who found out 
about the initial meeting by chance earlier that 
morning, but still the meeting went ahead. 

The leaflets continued to turn up for further 
workshops but were only attended by a handful of 
residents who were personally told. Residents 
would not have understood the significance of 
these leaflets as they missed the initial meeting. 

In November 2017 architects changed their 
minds and said it was not viable to build houses 
and their final plan shows maisonettes and flats up 
to 10 storeys high which will now accommodate up 
to 230 families. A programme called Social 
Housing, Social Cleansing highlighted what is 
going on in other London Boroughs where the only 
winners are Councils and Developers. 

Is this what is happening to us? 

Worried homeowners and residents many who 
are disabled now wait the final decision wondering 
where they will end up living. Who will benefit 
from these plans not the residents! 

Shame on Sutton Council.

History of Wells

The 400-year history of Epsom 
Wells was explored in a talk at 
a packed Stoneleigh Library last 
month. 

Bourne Hall Museum curator 
Jeremy Harte spoke about the 
various stages in the life of the 
wells since Epsom Salts were dis¬ 
covered in 1618. 

Speaking to Epsom Guardian 
since the event, Mr Harte gave a 
brief history of how the discov¬ 
ery affected the town. 

He said: “This year marks the 
four hundredth anniversary of 
the day when Henry Wicker’s 
cow refused to taste some salty 
waters on Epsom Common, and 
local entrepreneurs realised that 
people would drink what cattle 
wouldn’t. 

“The story sounds legendary, 
but Mr. Wicker is real enough: 
we’ve found him in the Assize 
records. He was a farmer, like 
many of the locals who began 
hiring out rooms to spa-bibbers 
from London. 

“Epsom was only a village 
then, and sometimes the family 
pig had to be ousted from its spot 
by the fire to make way for gen¬ 
tlemen. 

“By 1663, when Samuel Pepys 
came down for the day, there 
were two inns - the Kings Head, 
which was minting its own pen¬ 


nies to make good a shortage of 
small change for customers, and 
the New Inn, built nearer the 
Wells, reusing blocks of stone 
from the demolished glories of 
Nonsuch Palace. 

“Epsom was famous as a cen¬ 
tre for healing, but to some it 
was a home for debauchery. The 
dissolute Lord Rochester arrived 
drunk in 1676 and tossed the town 
fiddlers in a blanket before start¬ 
ing a fracas in which a man died. 

“By 1711 the town had a master 
of ceremonies to keep this sort 
of thing under control, and more 
polished pleasures were on offer. 

“The Assembly Rooms were 
built by a couple of sharp-fin¬ 
gered goldsmiths from London 
who made money from gambling 
tables. Visitors included the ir¬ 


repressible Celia Fiennes, who 
travelled around every English 
spa in an age when most ladies 
hardly left their own estates; she 
was particularly impressed by 
the sash windows looking out on 
its bowling green. 

“An enterprising apothecary, 
John Livingstone, built a second 
spa complex in Epsom itself, be¬ 
hind the Albion, where he sank 
a well to the right depth for col¬ 
lecting magnesium sulphate and 
supplied all the necessary ameni¬ 
ties. 

“But after his death in 1727 
the spa tradition came to a sud¬ 
den end, snuffed out by local 
gentlemen who had bought 
grand houses in the neighbour¬ 
hood and didn’t want to see it go 
downhill.”

OCEAN’S 8 (12A): Crime pays handsomely in a convo¬ 
luted and effervescent caper, which continues the mis¬ 
adventures of the larcenous Ocean family from Steven 
Soderbergh’s trilogy. Director Gary Ross’s stylish picture 
ditches George Clooney, Brad Pitt and their impeccably 
tailored brothers in arms for an all-female lead cast spear¬ 
headed by Oscar winners Sandra Bullock and Cate 
Blanchett. They plot an ambitious jewel robbery in plain 
sight which subtly acknowledges seismic shifts in gender 
politics by refusing to hire a male accomplice and strain 
the bonds of sisterly solidarity. The loosely coiled plot, 
co-written by Olivia Milch, requires similar suspensions of 
disbelief to previous chapters but there’s a loopy logic to 
each narrative twist and our enjoyment stems from watch¬ 
ing the pieces of an elaborate puzzle fall into place, often 
with seconds to spare. Ross’s direction doesn’t steal the 
limelight from an engaging cast, who are clearly enjoying 
themselves and their geniality is infectious. 

IN THE FADE (18): A mother’s courage is warped by 
grief and righteous indignation in writer-director Fatih 
Akin’s award-winning drama, which marries on-screen in¬ 
ner turmoil with a powerful score composed by Queens 
Of The Stone Age frontman Josh Homme. Bookmarked 
into three emotionally wrought chapters entitled Family, 
Justice and The Sea, In The Fade is a slow^burning Ger¬ 
man-language thriller of shifting moral certainties, which 
is distinguished by a tour-de-force central performance 
from Diane Kruger. Her fearless portrayal of an aveng¬ 
ing angel, who vows to dole out the justice denied to her 
loved ones by the courts, scorches every frame of Akin’s 
picture as she careens at high speed towards a preci¬ 
pice of self-destruction. Kruger rips out her anguished 
mother’s heart as she ricochets between guilt, rage and 
incomprehension, numbing the pain with drugs scored 
from her attorney before she emerges from a suicidal 
fug to pursue her violent vendetta. Courtroom scenes 
shimmer with suspense but once the verdict is delivered, 
tension dissipates and Akin relies increasingly on his lu¬ 
minous leading lady to energise a pedestrian final act that 
tests both our patience and sympathy. 

HEREDITARY (15): Modern horror films seldom prioritise 
nerve-shredding suspense - the kind of creeping dread 


that sends beads of sweat trickling down your spine and 
haunts your waking dreams. Writer-director Ari Aster’s 
twisted family portrait comes close to repeating the feat, 
only to descend into madness with a loopy final act that 
will sharply divide and perplex audiences who have been 
biting their nails down to the cuticle for the previous 90 
minutes. Hereditary performs a cinematic striptease, 
holding our gaze (even when we want to look away) 
by peeling away the layers of darkness and deceit that 
condemn one grief-stricken family led by miniaturist artist 
Annie Graham (Toni Collette) to a grim fate. It’s a master¬ 
class in terror filiation, choreographed to a discomfiting 
orchestral score by composer Colin Stetson and unset¬ 
tling sound effects like a teenage girl repeatedly clicking 
her tongue against the roof of her mouth. Like all strip¬ 
teases, Aster’s horror thriller ultimately has to bare all and 
when the film performs its big reveal - with a flourish - we 
realise we have seen this story many times before. 

THE HAPPY PRINCE (15): Taking its title from a short 
story for children by Oscar Wilde, The Happy Prince is an 
elegiac account of the final years of the Irish playwright 
and poet following his incarceration for gross indecency. 
The film is a passion project for director, writer and lead 
actor Rupert Everett, who slipped effortlessly into Wilde’s 
skin in 2012 in a revival of David Hare’s play The Judas 
Kiss at Hampstead Theatre in London, which transferred 
to the West End and New York. Everett’s deep emotional 
connection to his subject is evident in a compelling, nu- 
anced performance which doesn’t shy away from the self¬ 
destructive impulses that led Wilde to his grave during a 
tumultuous exile in France at the turn of the 20th century. 
His fall from grace is agonisingly slow and painful, and 
the script takes its time to explore the various personal 
relationships that sustained Wilde in his twilight years and 
also tore him apart. The script is peppered with bon mots 
that hint at the dying genius of a man, whose great sin 
was to be afflicted by “the love that dare not speak its 
name”. It took almost 120 years for Wilde to be granted a 
posthumous pardon. Therein lies true shame. 

SUPER TROOPERS 2 (15): If there is a germ of truth 
to the promise of good things coming to those who 
wait then Super Troopers 2, the belated sequel to Jay 


Chandrasekhar’s goofy 2001 comedy, should deliver 95 
minutes of hilarity. The film’s production budget - more 
than 4.6 million US dollars - was raised through a crowd¬ 
funding website by devoted fans, who were desperate 
to see more high jinks channelling the anarchic spirit of 
the Police Academy series. They should demand their 
money back because Super Troopers 2 is a miserable 
excuse for entertainment, which repeatedly pokes fun at 
the cultural divide between America and Canada without 
any obvious purpose or punchlines to hit a target. There 
is a throwaway observation in the clunky script penned 
by comedy troupe Broken Lizard: “Actors should new 
er play cops. They never get it right.” Lamentably, the 
madcap quintet of Kevin Hefferman, Paul Soter, Steve 
Lemme, Erik Stolhanske and Jay Chandrasekhar don’t 
take their own advice and portray both Vermont State 
Troopers and Canadian Mounties as they force us to en¬ 
dure painfully close encounters with a hungry bear and 
the rotating blade of a sawmill. 

JURASSIC WORLD: FALLEN KINGDOM (12A): If you 

follow the lead of Jurassic Park’s hubristic scientists 
and splice the creative DNA of Steven Spielberg’s 1993 


behemoth with the rumbustious 2015 reboot Jurassic 
World, the resultant hybrid would roar, rampage and ulti¬ 
mately stumble like this muscular fifth instalment. Directed 
at a gallop by Spanish film-maker JA Bayona, Jurassic 
World: Fallen Kingdom is a slick yet soulless greatest hits 
of monster-munching mayhem, bolted together with over¬ 
blown set pieces that hark back to earlier episodes. A 
cute grandchild in peril, a T-Rex roaring triumphantly over 
its domain as composer John Williams’s familiar theme 
swells, a reflection of “objects in the mirror are closer 
than they appear”, Jeff Goldblum’s chaos mathematician 
foreshadowing wanton bloodshed with sage words about 
evolutionary order. Colin Trevorrow and Derek Connolly’s 
script takes a velociraptor’s claw to character develop¬ 
ment, meekly sketching a rogue’s gallery of computer 
hackers, palaeobotanists and Machiavellian men in suits 
before the chomping of human flesh begins in earnest. 
There are undeniable thrills and entrails spills, and Bayo¬ 
na choreographs the carnage with flashes of directorial 
brio, but the jump scares and blood-curdling screams are 
largely second-hand. Welcome to Jurassic World and bid 
farewell, for now at least, to originality.

The Rent?

Landlords are being hit 
hard with increased taxes, 
higher stamp duty rates 
and the tenant fee ban, 
leading many to consider 
increasing rents. Whilst 
this could cover the 
shortfall, you need to be 
aware of the downsides. 
Firstly, a rent increase 
could force good tenants 
to leave. Consider whether 
putting up the rent would 
really be worth losing 
tenants who stay longer, 
pay rent on time and 
keep the property in good 
repair. And can local, and 
national, property markets 
sustain a rent increase? 
Rents have been gradually 
increasing for years and 


tenants are being pushed 
on their affordability- 
research the local property 
market beforehand. Also 
consider that your tenant 
simply may not be able to 
afford the increased rent 
and this may lead to them 
moving on. Even if they 
do try to cover the extra 
amount they may fall into 
arrears- costing you much 
more in eviction fees. If 
the tenant does move on, 
you’re going to have to find 
another tenant to take 
their place, and you may 
be left with a longer void 
period with no rent being 
paid at all. Finally, do you 
really need to increase the 
rent? If you’re achieving a 
good yield and the capital 
appreciation is positive, 
absorbing the cost may be 
a better tactic.

Duo return to IPs

Sutton United have bolstered 
their defence by re-signing left- 
back Dan Wishart and centre-back 
Charlie Clough. 

Wishart sealed his move on 
Monday from Sky Bet League Two 
side Forest Green Rovers on a two year 
deal for an undisclosed fee. 

The 26-year-old joined the U’s in 2014 
and was a crucial part of the Vanara- 
ma National South title-winning side 
two years later. 

In his first spell with Sutton, 
Wishart made 98 appearances, scor¬ 
ing seven goals before securing a 
move to Gloucestershire where he 
was part of the team which earned 


promotion to the EFL with a 3-1 
victory over Tranmere Rovers at 
Wembley Stadium. 

Clough’s widely-anticipated move 
back to Sutton from Barnet was 
announced on Wednesday afternoon. 

The 27-year-old first joined the U’s 
from Dorchester in September 2013 
and went on to make 74 appearances, 
scoring nine goals, and captained the 
club before joining Forest Green in 
January 2015. 

He moved to Barnet midway 
through the 2016-17 season and 
was allowed to leave the North 
London club following their 
relegation in May 

Wishart and Clough make it 
three summer signings for Sutton 
following the arrival of fellow former 
Forest Green defender Dale Bennett 
who switched earlier this month. 


Sutton manager Paul Doswell told 
the club’s website: “It’s something 
we’ve been working on since the 
season ended, and the wait has been 
worthwhile. 

“I’m very pleased to get Dan back to 
the club where he was superb in our 
championship season. 

“His pace and ability to deliver the 
ball will be a great asset and I’m very 
excited to be working with him again. 

“We were always Charlie’s first 
choice of club, and I’m delighted to 
welcome him back.” 

It’s been a busy few days for 
Doswell who has offloaded Simon 
Walton and Moses Emmanuel to 
National South side Billericay 
Town and cancelled the contract of 
Anthony Jeffrey having already 
allowed other members of last year’s 
squad to try their luck elsewhere. 


The Sutton boss explained why he’s 
been trimming his squad: “With Louis 
John being signed by Cambridge, Ross 
Stearn, Simon Walton, and Moses 
Emmanuel moving on, Ross Worner 
joining Chelmsford on loan, and Ter¬ 
rell Thomas and Byron Harrison re¬ 
turning to their clubs after being on 
loan with us, that’s seven players from 
last season who have left us, and there 
could still be one or two more. 

“We’ve reduced the squad down, as 
we’re trying to make four quality sid¬ 
ings that would enhance the starting 
eleven, and to do this we have to have 
a smaller squad but perhaps with 
enhanced quality 

“We’re looking to add real pace 
and strength to the team this year, 
and we’ve targeted players that we 
know and who will fit straight into the 
dressing room.”
